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Report of the Managers of the Protestant Episcopal Sunday 


and Adult School Society of Philadelphia. Read December 
28, 1822. 


It must be highly gratifying to the friends of the society to 
learn that the schools under our care continue in a flourishing 
state. ‘The teachers richly deserve the meed of praise for dili- 
gence and perseverance. Many who assisted at the organiza- 
tion of these nurseries of the church, are yet deeply interested 
in their welfare, and are to be found on each Lord’s day, im- 
parting instruction to their pupils. And some of those who, 
as rude and ignorant children, received from their teachers the 
first elements of knowledge, are now exhibiting in various 
scenes of life, and to the delight of their friends, the salutary 
tendency of Sunday schools. Let us prove our thorough con- 
viction of these things by our patronage and our prayers. It 
is our duty, and we should esteem it a privilege to assist in 
bringing up children in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord. The salvation of one immortal soul—the rescuing of 
a helpless child from the contaminating influence of ignorance 
and vice, will more than compensate for all the time or the money 
we can possibly bestow to support and encourage these institu- 
tions. 

Convinced that the statement of the teachers will afford much 


satisfaction, the managers present to the society the following 
extracts from their interesting reports. 


Sunday Male School Society of the United Churches. 


“ We have formed, through the instrumentality of one of our 
members, aided by several teachers of St. Peter’s Sundav School 
Society, (recently dissolved) a school at that church. 

“¢ Our schools, as well as other institutions of the same nature, 
are smaller than we have hitherto known them to be at this 
season of the year, but we attribute it to the sickness that has 


so generally prevailed throughout the suburbs of the citv. We 
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trust that as the season advances, it may please the Lord to re- 
move this affliction, and again fill up the vacant seats by an in- 
crease of scholars, and animate the instructors with zeal for the 
extension of the Redeemer’s kingdom. 

*“ Christ Church School has a director and five teachers: 70 
scholars on the roll book, and from 30 to 40 present on a Sun- 
day. 

“ St. Peter’s School has a director and 4 teachers; it has far 
exceeded our expectations; 90 boys are on the roll, 50 of whom 
upon an average attend of a Sunday. 

“St. James’s consists of a manager and eight teachers; 97 
names on the roll, and from 50 to 60 scholars usually present. 

* When we look upon the flock of little immortals by whom 
we are surrounded Sunday after Sunday—think upon the rich 
blessings prepared for the humble followers of the Lamb, and 
‘view them in the light which the rays of divine inspiration 
diffuse over their circumstances,’ can it but kindle in our hearts 
a warm desire to nurture their tender minds in the precious 
truths of the gospel of salvation, and to impart a faint know- 
ledge of the boundless love of our Lord Jesus.” 


The Female Sunday School of Christ Church. 


“ If those friends to Sunday school instruction, who lent their 
approbation and contributed funds towards the establishment 
of this school, had been asked by some opposer of the system, 
how long they contemplated the efforts then making would 
continue to be exerted and what success was expected from 
them, it is not probable that the answer given at that time 
would have agreed with the one furnished in this day’s report. 
After a flourishing existence of seven years, the managers 
think themselves relieved from all anxiety about the future 
prosperity of their school. It has now become so completely 
ingrafted upon the church, as to lull every fear that it will be 
suffered to decay, much less to perish, [Engagement in the 
tuition of Sunday schools has, happily for us, become in a mea- 
sure one of the usual modes in which the early pious make an 
open profession of a religious life. As long as this practice 
continues the schools are safe: for we know that the Lord will 
never leave himself without witnesses among the youth in a 
congregation; and although the number of them may some- 
times be but small, yet even these few will keep alive a spirit of 
godliness in their associates, and induce others to follow so good 
an example. ‘The school at present is governed by 18 mana- 
gers. From the commencement of the year until midsummer, 
the scholars attended to the satisfaction of the teachers; since 
which time, not more than from 30 to 40 have attended on 
each Sunday. Ninety-seven premiums have been earned,

amongst which, were 3 Bibles, 4 prayer books, and 37 hymn 
books.—132 tracts have been given to the constant attendants 
for one month. The scholars still appear highly pleased with 
the use of the library, which is restricted to the deserving. 

*“‘l’‘he Mite Mission fund increases but slowly, but we are 
thankful it still exists. Clothing has been distributed only to 
the really necessitous. 

“ The foregoing statement will show the operations of this 
school during the present year. Barren as this detail is of in- 
dividual proofs of the utility of our labours, we trust our friends 
will be able to discern in it some evidence of the success at- 
tendant on well directed efforts to produce real and lasting im- 
provement. It will be seen that the number of teachers is but 
18, whereas the constitution provides for the acceptance of 26 
teachers. We would therefore embrace the opportunity now 
offered us, by inviting assistance from some of the numerous 
young ladies of the congregation. We can assure them from 
long experience, that the duties will soon become easy and 
even pleasant; and that they not unfrequently have proved 
powerful auxiliaries in strengthening religious impressions. 
Those who at their homes may not enjoy conveniences for 
making on the Lord’s day proper preparations for engaging in 
the service of the sanctuary, will find in the Sunday school 
room a retreat where piety may indulge its devotional feelings, 
secure from interruption either from worldly cares or thought- 
less companions. Although we invite the co-operation of ail 
who may be in any wise disposed to join us, we must at the 
same time with candour declare, that our hearts more especial- 
ly turn to those who make a free and open avowal of their faith 
before the world. We humbly pray, that many may be led 
from a principle of obedience to Christ’s commandments to 
work with us in bringing into his fold those children whom he 
commands should be brought unto him, in order that they may 
receive his blessing, and be made partakers of the means of 
grace and heirs of glory. We have had the benefit of frequent 
visits from our several clergymen, for which we tender our ac- 
knowledgments. There is nothing more encouraging and agree- 
able to the teachers, than frequent communications with their 
pastors.”

The Female Sunday School of St. Fames’s Church. 


‘‘ Owing to several causes, our school has suffered since our 
last communication. Some of our most valuable members 
having (unavoidably) left the society, and their places not be- 
ing immediately supplied, the important duty of frequently vi- 
siting the parents of the children could not be strictly attended 
to, and a consequent diminution of attendance has been ob- 
served. The number of schools, which have been of late lo- 
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cated in the north-western section of our city, in the neigh- 
bourhood of which, most of our scholars reside, has also de- 
tracted from our numbers. Since the commencement of the 
cold weather, there have been from 40 to 5v regular attend- 
ants, and about one hundred names are upon the roll.—52 pre- 
miums, and a considerable number of tracts have been distri- 
buted. 

“ We avail ourselves of this opportunity of expressing the 
pleasure we experience from the increased interest manifested 
by our venerable bishop, and the ministers of our church gene- 


‘rally, in the welfare of our school; and from a continuance of 


whose visits, we anticipate the most beneficial results. 

* Though we have not had the pleasure of remarking such 
visibly good effects attending our exertions as have blessed 
those of the teachers in several schools; yet we are not dis- 
couraged from persevering in this labour of love; trusting the 
Divine blessing will rest on our humble, though sincere and 
faithful endeavours to impress on the minds of the children 
committed to our charge, the importance of laying up in their 
hearts those precepts, which (through the grace of the Holy 
Spirit) will influence their future lives; and to promote, as far 
as our ability extends, their knowledge of that gospel which is 
able to make them wise unto salvation. 

“ When we refiect on the gracious declaration which we 
have received from our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, ¢ it is 
not the will of your Father who is in Heaven that one of these 
little ones should perish ;? we are incited to address our earn- 
est prayers to our merciful Father, that He will grant us such 
a measure of heavenly wisdom, as may enable us to be the in- 
struments in His hands of leading these children to the know- 
ledge of our blessed Redeemer; who is able to save to the ut- 
termost, all who come unto God through Him.” 


The Female Sénday School of St. Fohn’s Church in the North- 
ern Liberties. 

“The number of names on our list are about 110, and the 
number of regular attendants have increased to 60. The 
teachers are 12 in number, divided into two committees, who 
attend every other Sunday. 

*“ When we reflect on the class of society from which our 
scholars are principally taken, we cannot wonder that their pro- 
gress in learning should be slow, and their growth in the graces 
of the Spirit still slower. We have, nevertheless, the inex- 
pressible satisfaction to know, that we now and then dismiss a 
hopeful child, with our united prayers and blessings, in whose 
heart, through the instrumentality of our Sunday school, the 
seed of divine truth has been implanted ; and who we antici- 
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pate the happiness of meeting at the right hand of our adorable 
Redeemer. We regret to state that the verv limited state of 
our library prevents the very great benefit which we are certain 
would otherwise be derived from it. We have found much 
good result from lending the few books now in our possession.” 


The Female Sunday School Society of St. Paul’s Church, 


“‘ Have little to offer in addition to their former report, but 
remember with gratitude that it is still their privilege to cast 
themselves, with the charge intrusted to their care, on that arm 
of Power which can sustain and cause ‘the desert to blossom 
as the rose.’ Owing to our church being shut up a great part 
of the summer, in consequence of the repairs it underwent, se- 
veral of our children were induced to join other schools, and 
as they were contiguous to their dwellings, we were willing 
they should remain. 

** We have at present 150 names on book, 80 of whom gene- 
rally attend, whose deportment is such as to give satisfaction, 
while it encourages us to hope that the unremitted attention 
paid them by our worthy pastor, who regularly catechises them 
in turn with the other children of the congregation, will be made 
a special blessing. In addition to which, he has now entered on 
a plan of selecting a portion of scripture for their study, till in 
their turn they meet him again, when they are to answer such 
questions as he may ask them from that lesson; a plan that 
while it is calculated to store the mind with Bible truths, may, 
we trust, be made a channel of divine grace to the heart. 
Since our last report, we have established a coloured Female 
Sunday School for adults and children, containing 160 scholars, 
and an adult school in the week, where from 30 to 50 generally 
attend; there are 80 names entered. In consequence of the 
additional school, we have been obliged to increase the number 
of teachers; these are now 40 in number: for these schools 
we take this opportunity of returning our grateful acknow- 
ledgments for a handsome donation of books received from the 
Episcopal Union.” 


The Sunday School Society of St. fames’s Church, Lancaster. 


“ During the eighteen months which have elapsed since the” 


formation of the school, the success that has attended our ef- 
forts to promote its advancement has been uninterrupted, and 
exceeded our most sanguine anticipations. Nurtured by the 
dews of Divine grace, we humbly trust the cause will continue 
to prosper, and that through its instrumentality, many may be- 
come heirs of a blessed immortality. 

“The ntility of Sunday schools is now generally acknow- 
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ledged, and the advantages which have attended their estab. 
lishment and progress, become so perceptible, it is almost un- 
necessary to intimate, that a visible and most important change 
has been effected in our city, since the introduction of these 
valuable institutions. Hundreds of children who formerly pro- 
faned the sacred hours of the Sabbath, by idleness and immo- 
rality, are now led to the sanctuary to hear the blessed pro- 
mises of the gospel, and are taught to repair with gratefui joy 
to the Sunday school, where they may be instructed in the way 
of salvation, and ere it be too late, ‘ to lay up for themselves 
treasures in Heaven.’ 

** The number of teachers has latterly increased, all of whom 
manifest the most lively solicitude for the prosperity of the in- 
stitution, and tender concern for the eternal interests of the 
young immortals committed to their charge. The original 
number of scholars, which with the boys and girls amounted 
to about 220, has not decreased. At the commencement, the 
society deemed it expedient to have two distinct schools, one 
for the instruction of boys, and the other for girls; subsequent- 
ly it has been thought advisable to unite them, which arrange- 
ment will, we.trust, be of essential benefit. 

“ The Rev. Mr. Muhlenberg, to whose zealous activity we 
are indebted for our existence as a society, continues his pas- 
toral visits to the school, and frequently addresses the children 
in an affectionate and solemn manner, on the deeply interesting 
and momentous truths, contained in the holy scriptures, which 
will, we hope, through the blessing of Divine Providence, be 
sealed to their everlasting salvation.” 


St. Luke’s Church Female Sunday School Society for Adults and 
Children. 


“ Our school has at no period worn a more promising aspect 
than at the present. 

“There are still in the school some of the children who 
were with us when we first commenced, who have convinced 
us that much benefit has been derived from it by the pleasure 
they express when conversing with their teachers, who feel 
highly pleased with their diligent perseverance. ; 

“ We have now, through the kindness of Mr. Harland, wno 
as executor to the estate of Mr. Bioren, presented us with 
fifty dollars, been enabled to open a library for the use of the 
teachers and scholars, the latter of whom have already given 
us a proof of the benefit that is likely to accrue from it, by the 
interest they show in obtaining the books, and their ready an- 
swers to the questions proposed relating to their contents. 
trust with the blessing of Heaven, it will be the means o! 
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awakening in their youthful minds not only a love of virtue, 
but what is of far more importance, will impress them with 
the great necessity of religion. 

“We have experienced the utility of addresses to the chil- 
dren, as they create in them a greater respect for those reli- 
gious duties which their teachers endeavour-to enjoin on them. 

“Several donations of books from our friends have been 
thankfully received. A book-case has also been presented by 
the Rev. Mr. Dupuy, to whom we now return our sincere 
thanks for his undeviating attentions to the school. 

“Though our number has decreased to 98 scholars, yet we 
hope it has not been through neglect on the part of the teach- 
ers, as many families have removed from our vicinity, and 
robbed us of 14 children, which made up the 112 in our last 
year’s ‘report. Our teachers have also decreased from 9 to 7, 
but we trust that will only stimulate us to redoubled exertion.” 


The Episcopal Female Adult School. 


‘“‘ At the time when we last had the pleasure of reporting the 
state of this school, we permitted ourselves to be buoyed with 
the hope that our succeeding report would notice the admission 
of many new scholars, and detail much interesting matter. But 
however we might have been justified at that period in cherish- 
ing such expectations, we have to lament they have not during 
the past year been adequately realized. This disappointment of 
anticipations so reasonable has not failed sensibly to affect the 
teachers, though we are unwilling for a moment to attribute the 
failure to the impracticableness of inducing adults to attend at 
schools for instruction. Indeed the teachers’ own experience 
during a considerable period after first opening the school, 
would disprove the truth of such an impression, and we find it 
necessary to search for other causes to account for the present 
disheartening state of the school. We have but fifteen regular 
attendants ; twenty premiums and two hundred and thirty tracts 
have been distributed. ‘The managers believe the causes most 
effectually operating to produce the declension and existing 
small number of scholars are the following: First, The want 
of a sufficient number of active, pious, and attentive teachers. 
Secondly, Closing the school for a few weeks towards the end 
of summer. Thirdly, The unfavourable situation of the Epis- 
copal Academy, which, from its loneliness and distance to the 
westward, render it not altogether eligible for holding a night 
school for females. Many, it is believed, have, owing to these 
circumstances, been deterred from continuing in attendance, 
who, in a more central place of assembling, would have cheer- 
fully remained with us. The last obstacle can easily be removed. 
But, as respects the first, we hardly dare flatter ourselves that 
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the want of effective teachers will be readily supplied. So fre. 
quently has the appeal been made without success to the sym- 
pathies of our sex—so often have we besought assistance from 
the young ladies of our congregations, that if on the present 
occasion we do not absolutely despair of awakening an interest 
in their breast, it is hoping where all experience of the past 
rises up to accuse us of credulity for indulging in it. Yet surely 
if there be any one charity more pleasing in the sight of Heaven 
than another, it must be that which has for its object the mental 
and religious improvement of the ignorant, and, in most cases, 
neglected members of Christ’s fold. For, although the gospel 
is mercifully adapted in all its essential particulars to the com- 
prehension of the illiterate equally with the better instructed, 
yet supposing the dispositions of the heart in both cases to be 
alike, observation proves that ignorance is not the soil in which 
the spiritual seed of religion will flourish, and produce the best 
fruits. A numerous class of the least protected and generally 
still worse instructed of our sex, are prevented by prevailing 
manners from regular attendance on the means of grace. ‘The 
Lord’s day may be a season of rest to their master’s castle, but 
to the household servant the sun on that holy day rises with but 
little promise of relaxed labours. Little opportunity of going 
to church, or if it should be granted, the liberty is permitted at 
an hour when it were perhaps better for them to remain at home 
and avoid making acquaintances not at all beneficial to their 
happiness. Hearing sermons will not, however, alone be always 
available in building up in the faith persons of laborious habits, 
whose minds are consequently in a degree disqualified to retain 
any distinct recollections through the week of what was heard 
from the pulpit the preceding Sunday. The keeping alive the 
impression made in the sanctuary can be effected in no other 
way than by habitual meditations on God’s word, or by private 
intercourse and familiar exhortation and admonitien from per- 
sons qualified to instruct. In large cities, to require a clergyman 
to visit the widely dispersed members of his congregation, and 
labour to raise a domestic altar in every house in his parish, 
would perhaps be expecting more than he could perform. 
Among the poor this task therefore seems in a measure to de- 
volve on others, whose leisure will admit of such exertions. 
The teachers of Adult Schools, in humble dependance on the 
blessing of Heaven, undertake to impart knowledge where it 
has never before been enjoyed, or rekindle the dying embers of 
a flame, that carelessness, indifference, or neglect may have 
quenched or nearly extinguished. Along with the first elements 
of education, the scholars drink in the first principles of reli- 
gion; and these last have in some been received with avidity 
and joy, stimulating them to unwearied exertion towards attain- 
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ing proficiency in the former. To such persons the Bible be- 
comes the object of intense interest. From its precepts is drawn 
the rule of life. Its simple and pathetic language is made their 
own by diligent perusal, and gives a character to their devotional 
exercises; for they soon discover that the language of the Bible 
is the language of the heart. Let it not be supposed from what 
has been said that the teachers would arrogate to themselves 
the liberty of offering instruction on subjects beyond their capa- 
city or duty. All that is attempted is simply to awaken attention 
to the concerns of religion and the practice of the social and 
relative duties of life. Favoured as we mercifully are with 
pastors always ready to direct or aid our labours, we would 
leave to them the higher privilege of imparting what we are 
not adequate to give. We aspire to nothing more than being 
preparers of the way before them; and by leading the scholars 
to the use of prayer and reflection, render them docile hearers 
and willing recipients of the word of eternal life. Again: we 
would affectionately invite assistance from the young ladies of 
the church. Will you continue to refuse to labour with us in 
this work of love? It is one peculiarly calculated for those who 
are not occupied in administering to the wants, and directing 
the concerns of a family. We are all required to be useful in 
our day and generation. Here is an opportunity afforded of be- 
ing greatly useful without running any risk of encountering the 
unpleasant circumstances that sometimes accompany the exer- 
cise of other branches of Christian duty. 

“ The objects to be benefited are of our own sex, and conse- 
quently present claims upon us, strong as the sympathy of the 
female breast.” 


The Sunday School of St. fude’s Church, Springville. 


“« The teachers of said school report, that the Sunday school 
recently instituted in this place, has on the list fifty scholars, 
boys and girls, from five to thirteen years of age; forty of whom 
are generally constant in attending, correct in their behaviour 
and deportment, and appear to take an interest in their lessons, 
which have been principally reciting portions of scripture, 
hymns and catechism. Several scholars have recited from forty 
to sixty verses of hymns and scripture at a time. The number 
of teachers has usually been six or seven. On the whole, the 
prospect is encouraging. Many children who formerly spent 
their time on the Lord’s day in the fields and streets, now appear 
to be anxious for the Sabbath to get and recite their lessons.” 


The Female Sunday School of St. Peter’s Church 


‘‘ Has at present but nineteen teachers. One hundred children 
are on their list, fifty of whom are rcgular attendants. Since our 
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last report we have not perceived any material change in our 
school. Through the benevolent donations of books from se- 
veral members of our church, particularly Mr. Charles Poul- 
son, who presented sixty-three volumes, we have been enabled 
to open a library, and are happy to observe it is a great encou- . 
ragement to good behaviour during divine service. 

“We would also hope that the monthly visits of our clergy, 
which commenced in October last, may excite the ambition and 
diligence of the children, and be attended by the spiritual im- 
provement of all.” 

We learn from a statement of the visiting committee, that on 
the 19th of last May, there were present in the Sunday school- 
room of St. John’s church, in the boy’s department, six teachers 
and thirty-eight pupils. 

The managers are very desirous to interest the feelings of all 
the members of the church in the welfare of these schools; and 
they solicit them not only to become annual subscribers to those 
which are attached to the house of God in which they worship, 
but to enable the teachers, by the donation of a few good books, 
to establish a library. ‘The children esteem it a great privilege 
to have a volume loaned to them. Both themselves and their 
parents enjoy its advantages, and are oftentimes greatly bene- 
fited. 

From the report of the treasurer it appears that there are in 
his hands but 54 dollars and 26 cents unappropriated. The sum 
of about 70 dollars, which has been due the society for some 
time, it is expected will be obtained in the course of a few 
weeks. 

Considerable attention has been paid during the past year to 
the publishing of books, chiefly designed as premiums to meri- 
torious children. Although their collection is not as extensive 
as might be wished, yet the managers are enabled to present a 
considerable variety, some of which are highly interesting. The 
Spelling Book was prepared with much care, and is considered 
worthy the attention of all those who wish to inculcate with the 
first rudiments of learning the inestimable principles of our holy 
religion. 

Sunday schools are daily increasing, and are already esta- 
blished in the remotest corners of the earth. While the pious 
youth of every denomination are pressing forward to offer their 
services in this work of pure beneficence, let it not be said that 
our schools languish for want of teachers ; let it not be supposed 
that the young members of the Episcopal church shrink back 
from the arduous task. The cause is the cause of God, and tt 
will flourish. May we then unite most cordially in a work that 
'$ so greatly blessed. 
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Letter of the Syrian Metropolitan to the Church Missionary 
Society. 

A letter has been addressed, by the Metropolitan of the Sy- 
rian Church, to the President and Members of the Society. 
Extracts of this very interesting document here follow, from a 
translation of it, out of Syriac, by Professor Lee. 

“‘ May this letter come in peace and safety to Lord Gambier, 
head of the Society which is in the Church of England, from 
the school of Cotym! 

JAH. 


‘In the name of the Eternal and Necessary existence, the Al- 
mighty. 

** Mar Dionysius, Metropolitan of the Jacobite-Syrians in 
Malabar, subject to the authority of our Father, Mar Tgnatius, 
Patriarch, who presides in the Apostolic See ‘of Antioch of 
Syria, beloved of the Messiah. Love from Christ, and from 
the people of all the churches, to Lord Gambier, the illustrious, 
honourable, and renowned President: and to our Brother Mar 
Henry, the honoured Bishop of the city of Gloucester; and to 
the Priests and Deacons, and true Christians—great and small, 
in the Church of England, who are devoted to these things and 
are mindful of them, who both assist and provide that we should 
teach and preach the precepts of our Lord Jesus Christ. Love 
from God, and Grace from his only-begotten Son, and protec- 
tion from the Holy Ghost, be with you all ever more! Amen. 

“« Beloved, kind, and honoured Brethren in Christ, we would 
make known to you, in a few words, what has happened to us 
from the depth of our poverty. 

“ We, who are called Syrian Jacobites, and reside in the land 
of Malabar, even from. the times of Mar Thomas, the holy 
Apostle, until the wall of Cochin was taken in the reign of King 
Purgis, kept the True Faith according to the manner of the 
Syrian Jacobites, of real glory, without division or confusion. 
But, by the power of the Franks, our Jacobite-Syrian fathers 
and leaders were prohibited from coming from Antioch; and, 
because we had no leader and head, we were like sheep with- 
out a Shepherd; or, like orphans and widows, oppressed in 
spirit, without support or help. By the power and dominion 
of the Franks, moreover, and by the abundance of their wealth, 
and the exertions of their leaders, all our Syrian Churches in 


Malabar were subdued, and turned to the faith of the Pope of 


Rome. 

“In the year of our Lord 1653, came our spiritual Father, 
Mar Ignatius, the Patriarch, from Antioch to Malabar: but, 
when the Franks knew this, they brought the Holy Man to the 
walls of Cochin, imprisoned him in a cell, and gave no small 
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money to the King of Cochin. They then brought out the 
good man, and he drowned him in the sea, and so put him to 
death. But when we knew this, al! the Jacobite-Syrians in 
Malabar assembled in the Church of Mathancherry, which is 
in Cochin, and we swore a great oath, by the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost, that henceforth we would not adhere to the Franks, 
nor accept the faith of the Pope of Rome: we accordingly se- 
parated trom them. A short time after this, some of our peo- 
ple again joined them and received the faith of the Pope. 

“« Again, in the year of our Lord 1753, came to us some holy 
Jacooite-Syrian Fathers from Antioch, who turned us to our 
true ancient faith and set up a High Priest for us. 

*“ We now Itave fifty-five Jacobite-Syrian Churches in Mala- 
bar: and, as the Franks are more powerful and rich than we 
are, they are hourly laying the trap of the Pope for us, and en- 
deavouring to take us in it: and, from the power of a kingdom 
filled with idols, the heathen have subdued us Jacobite-Syrians, 
just as Pharaoh, King of Egypt, subdued the Children of Israel, 
and had no pity. 

** And, as the Lord sent Moses and Aaron, and delivered the 
Children of Israel from the house of bondage of Pharaoh, King 
of Egypt, so the Lord beheld our sorrows and afflictions ; and 
there have been sent to us an illustrious leader named Macaulay, 
and Mar Buchanan the illustrious Priest: and when they came 
to us, and saw our subjugation, and sorrow, and poverty, they 
brought us forth from the house of bondage, and consoled us 
with kind words, and assisted us with money. 

“ After this, another illustrious leader was sent to us, named 
Monro: and as Joshua, the sun of Nun, brought Israel to the 
Land of Promise, and put them in possession of Canaan, so did 
this illustrious, discerning, and prudent leader, bring back and 
save us poor people from the hand of violence: and he built a 
School and one Church for us, in the place called Cotym; which 
he did with great trouble, labour, and expense, in order that 
our eyes, made dim by the depth of our poverty, may be opened 
by the knowledge of the declarations of the Holy and Divine 
Books. All the Deacons, moreover, and children who are 
taught in the School of our place, are cherished by the assist- 
ance of this illustrious leader. 

“ Again, the Priest Benjamin,* the Priest Joseph,t and the 
Priest Henry, our spiritual and temporal friends, brothers, 
and assistants, whom you have sent to us, that they may root 
out the thorns and tares from among the children of God, are 
anxiously seeking all the requisites for the redemption of our 
souls, as well as constantly teaching all the Deacons and chil- 
dren of our place, the English language.

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“The Books of the New Testament which ye sent us, we di- 
vided, and gave to the Churches in Malabar; and, with great 
joy, does every man present his prayer unto God for you: and 
we trust in our Lord Jesus Christ, who is merciful to those who 
show mercy, that He will give you a good reward in the day of 
Judgment, even thirty, sixty, and a hundred-fold, for your work 
and labour for us, and that he will make us rejoice with you. 
But we are unable to recompense you by any earthly riches: 
the more, however, shall we supplicate God daily that your do- 
minion may be increased, and that he would subdue those that 
hate you under your feet: and daily may your preaching in 
Christ Jesus be increased; and may God raise up among you 
leaders who fear God, and who are kind to the poor, endued 
also with knowledge and prudence ! 

** We have heard, too, that the people of your land are be- 
seeching God for us, that he would supply and complete that 
which is defective and imperfect, both in our bodies and souls. 

‘“‘ Respecting Samuel the Priest*, who is held in honour by 
us, we received the letter which he sent by the hand of Joseph 
the Priest; and we read and understood what was written in it; 
and very much did we rejoice, with exceeding great joy, on ac- 
count of your friendship for us. And may the Lord, who both 
hears prayer and grants petitions, lengthen your lives and in- 
crease your peace! 

‘But we call to mind the adage, ‘A glance is enough for 
the intelligent,’ and avoid prolixitv. Besides, James,} the ho- 
noured Priest, will make known to you all that is going on 
among us. And I, the Metropolitan, Mar Dionysius, your 
friend, very cordially salute you: also Abraham the Priest, 
our obedient servant, and all the Deacons, and children that 
are in the School. All the Priests, moreover, and Deacons, 
and the whole congregation of Christians who are in all the 
Churches in Malabar, salute vou. May grace be with vou all :. 
even so, Amen! 

“ Our Father which art in Heaven, &c. 

“« Remain firm in the power of Jesus!

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The following extract of a letter from a clergyman of our 
church, who has just been travelling extensively in the west, 
proves, if additional proof were necessary, the importance of 
aiding the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, and ena- 
bling it to send forth labourers into the beseeching vineyard :— 

‘© My own heart is distressed when I take a view of the des- 
titute condition of those parts of the Western country through 
which I have travelled; where there are many, very many Epis- 
copalians, firmly attached to our church, and many of decided 
piety, yet without the stated ordinances of God’s grace and 
mercy in the way and manner they most prefer. I have been 
received with open arms, and welcomed as ‘ an angel from Hea- 
ven’ by such; and in almost every place some have been found 
acquainted, in part or in whole, with our Liturgy. When prac- 
ticable, I have used the whole. In some places no prayer-books 
were found, in stores or in private houses. I could have dis- 
posed of five hundred or more. Sometimes, after going through 
the service, I have been solicited for our books. Many, origi- 
nally of the Episcopal church, in consequence of being deprived 
of their privilege, have united themselves with others. This 
is the case with tens of thousands in the west; yet still a strong 
feeling exists, even among such, in favour of our church; and 
the probability is that their offspring will join, when opportunity 
offers, the Episcopal church. My tour has presented me with 
a comprehensive view of the state of religion and manners ; 
and I must say, upon the whole, that I have been agreeably 
surprised to find such improvement and progress in both for so 
short a time as twenty-five years. If this country continue to 
advance in the same ratio, it will soon exceed the East.”
